Real hop# is never 
satisfied with the 
present. 
It 
doesn’t give 
up 
to 
the 
blue 
smudge of a dead tree or quit 
l>ec ause the leaves are gone for 
a season. Many a wise man’s 
c ourage has been mulc hed by 
the leaves of rec eiving defeats 
until he c ame through the long 
winter of disc ontent. 
There Is a sentenc e from St. 
Paul whic h reads; "’Tribulation 
works patienc e, patienc e works 
experienc e, 
a n d 
experienc e 
brings hope.” Dr. Edwin Aubrey 
paraphrased 
that 
desc ription 
aptly by saying: 
"The 
pres­ 
sures of life 
develop 
staying 
power, and staying power brings 
c ompetenc e and c ompetenc e de­ 
velops hope.” 
It is this hope that Is too fra- 
quently endangered. There’s no 
easy answer nor glib solution 
but somehow there must be new 
rootage, and the belief that just 
as there are no automatic vio- 
torles there are also no perma- 
ent defeats, unless the c ore of

di.seased. 
It was a c onfident faith that 
c aused that anc ient poet to sing, 
"Blessed is the man who walks 
not in the c ounsel of the ungod­ 
ly, nor stands in the way of sin­ 
ners nor sits in the seat of tha 
sc ornful.” 
Someone onc e .said that insti­ 
tutions aren’t killed. They just 
dia and then 
someone c omes 


along and buries them. It’s not 
quite true, but there’s 
enough 
of a sharp edge there to hurt. 
Maybe 
it’s 
the 
blue smudge 
that marks the diseased 
tree, 
and there is the sound of an­ 
other fallen masterpieee of the 
generations. It's not the season 
to worry about the fallen leaves. 
These are the seasonal defeats. 
The real c onc ern of the man of 
faith is the health of the tree 
and that, says every saint of 
the years, is what happens when 
a man has kept faith with the 
Almighty!

two years ago. Judge Johnston first 
met with the superintendent of 
schools. “We don’t want a jury made 
up of football stars and class lead­ 
ers,” the judge said. “We want the 
average boy or girl, the C student 
who doesn’t belong to anything. If 
these kids get the idea that we’ve 
got a police group going, we’re dead 
before we start.” 
In Terre Haute, 30 students were 
chosen from each of seven high 
schools to form the first pool of ju­ 
rors. Then, in a drawing, one juror 
was selected from each high school 
to make up the jury for the first case. 
Eight of the original Terre Haute 
youth jurors had at one time or an­ 
other been on probation for juvenile 
felonies themselves. “Their presence 
gave kids a feeling someone was on 
their side,” says Judge Johnston. 
Ttw Tarrw Howta jurors, who 
receive no pay for their volun­ 
teer work, are excused from school 
when sitting on a case, but they must 
make up missed assignments. This 
system is more or less the pattern 
used by other communities. 
Youths tried by juvenile juries 
frequently are surprised at the stiff 
and imnuKliate justice handed out. 
In Frankfort, Ky., a 17-yeaf-old 
high-school athlete was charged with 
going 50 in a 35-mile-an-hour zone. 
Arriving in court early, he heard a 
teen jury of four girls and eight 


boys quickly decide the case before 
his: they took just six nUnutes to 
return a verdict of guilty against a 
16-year-old youth accused of passing 
a stopped school bus. 
When his own case was called, the 
athlete told the judge: “I’d rather 
take my chances with you.” He ap­ 
parently had concluded he would fare 
better with the adult judge than with 
the teen-agers. He pleaded guilty. 
It was his second conviction on a 
speeding charge, and he lost his 
driver’s license for three months. 
Rarely, however, do youthful de­ 
fendants resent being punished by 
their own age group. In Hot Springs, 
a juvenile offender, after being sen­ 
tenced to the state reformatory on 
the recommendation of a youth jury, 
told a juvenile probation officer; “I 
received fair treatment. I shook 
hands with that jury and told them 
they did a good job.” 
Judge Wameke concludes: “Where 
there’s no juvenile jury, young de­ 
fendants often get angry with the 
judge and claim he’s been unfair.” 
To make sure young jury mem­ 
bers understand their state’s laws 
and know how courts operate, most 
judges working with juvenile juries 
conduct orientation sessions with 
jurors before they try a case. 
The idea of juvenile juries started 
in U.S. military camps overseas 
among the children of servicemen. 


Technically, of course, youthful of­ 
fenders overseas can be tried before 
local courts. But such trials can be 
diplomatically embarrassing, and so 
another solution acceptable to both 
the military and the foreign officials 
was devised: juvenile cases would be 
tried by other teen-agers on the base. 
The idea was successful and spread 
to stateside camps. 
Jodcsonvilla, Hu., was probably 
the first U.S. city to try it. That was 
in the early 1960s. From there it 
spread ‘ rapidly. Officials now esti­ 
mate that more than 7,500 teen-age 
offenders have been judged and pun­ 
ished on the recommendation of jun­ 
ior jurors since the juvenile panels 
moved off the military posts and took 
their place in the nation’s courts. 
A teen-age juror in Greeley, Colo., 
concludes:, “I think we’re best able 
to pass judgment on other young 
people because we know more than 
an adult does about what a boy or 
girl is thinking. It has been so long 
since adults were teen-agers, and 
things have changed. 
“Also, if I were in court, it would 
make a much deeper impression on 
me if I were judged by other kids 
than if adults were judging me. I 
think we’re likely to be embarrassed 
in front of other kids and feel they’re 
rejecting us. I admire adulU, but it 
makes me feel twice as bad if kids 
my own age talk about roe.” 
a

Failure Made 
Him a Success 


Penniless and half-starved, Michael 


Caine awoke one morning in Paris and 
swore he would succeed—even if 


it meant going home and facing himself

A CTOR MICHAEL CAINE has come a long way 
^ 
from the days when he roamed the streets 
of Paris half-starved and dirty, his clothes 
crumpled from sleeping in them to keep warm. 
Today he lives comfortably in a handsome house in a 
fashionable section of London. He eats well and dresses 
with impeccable taste. And he is a “business” as well as 
a person—Michael Caine Productions, Ltd., a corpora­ 
tion chartered in Switzerland and the Bahamas. 
This tall, blond young man, who became famous over­ 
night with his striking performance in the spy thriller, 
“The Ipcress File,” now can look back with a certain 
degree of perspective on that unhappy period seven years 
ago when he went through a divorce, impoverishment, 
and a nervous breadown. “I wanted to act,” he says. 
“Eventually I had to make a choice between a career 
and marriage, and the career won out.” 
Acting hot long boon o droom of Michael Caine’s. 
Now 32, he was born and reared in one of London’s 
toughest slums, the son of a Cockney scrub woman and a 
fish-peddling father. Leaving school at 16, he had hopes 
of becoming an actor but found the only work he could 
get was aa an office boy or a manual laborer. 
The National Service—Britain’s version of the draft— 
temporarily solved Michael’s job problems by sending 
him off to fight in Korea with the Royal Fusiliers, an 
infantry outfit. When he was released from the service, 
he got a job in a meat market and began to work seriously 
on an acting career. But all he managed to get were a 
few small parts. 
It was at this time that he met his wife. “She was the 
leading lady in a play 1 appeared in,” he told me. “We 
were married within two weeks after we met.” 
Their marriage produced a daughter, Dominique, 
who is now eight. But Michael’s worries began to pile 
up. His wife had to give up her career to look after the 
baby, and Michael suddenly found himself unable to get 
work of any kind. 
“In one week,” he told me, “my marriage broke up, 
my father died of cancer, and I had a nervous break­ 
down. Nothing mattered except to get away. With the 
$70 I got from my father’s insurance, I ran off to Paris.” 
The money didn’t last long, but Michael was afraid to 
return and face the consequences. “I lived on sandwiches 
given to me by an American who worked in a snack bar. 
I’ve had a bad stomach ever since! I slept in a shed and 
ate discarded fruit in the produce market. 
“My life would have been ruined for good if I hadn’t 
awakened one morning and, instead of feeling like a 


coward, became possessed by furious determination that 
nothing was going to beat me. I had to go back to Eng­ 
land and prove that I could be a ‘success!” 
His resolve paid off—slowly. “The only job I could 
get was as night porter at a hotel, which was fine with me 
because I couldn’t sleep anjrway,” he says. “This way I 
had my days free to see agents and make the rounds of 
casting offices.” 
To get a break, Michael felt he needed acting lessons, 
and that required money. It waa his mother’s willingness 
to withdraw $900—every penny she had saved scrubbing 
floors—that gave Michael his opportunity. 
Her offer proved how much faith she had in him, and 
his acceptance proved how much confidence he had in 
himself. A friend of his told me: “People say Michael is 
insensitive and ruthless at times. But he isn’t. He knew 
very well what a sacrifice his mother had made for him. 
and, believe me, he has repaid her many times since.” 
A few weeks after his mother had invested her savings 
in Michael’s career, he started getting parts in tv. But 
the real turn for the better came after he got a job as 
assistant stage manager with a repertory company. 
“At first I felt like I was right back where I started— 
being an office boy—but it gave me a chance to do a few 
small parts on the stage,” he told me. 
His big break came when he got a featured role in the 
film, “Zulu.” Producer Harry Saltzman saw the movie 
one night and shortly afterward bumped into Michael in 
a London restaurant. Michael recalls: “Mr. Saltzman 
came over and said, ’Do you want to do “The Ipcress 
File” and 10 other pictures for me in the next five years?’ 
The money was right, and I took the deal.” 
■•couM of tho fHm's mkcom, Michael’s portrayal of 
Harry Palmer, the insubordinate intelligence sergeant 
who wears glasses and likes to cook, will be continued 
in future films—but not until Michael completes two 
other pictures, “Alfie” and “The Wrong Box.”
